breathe penicillin in the form of a 
fine mist. This is known as the 
aerosol treatm ent.

.More recently it has been found fff 
th at penicillin can also be inhaled 
in the form of dust which, in some 
ea«cs, is even more effective then 
the mist. By this dust method, the 
penicillin dust reache* every part 
of the respiratory tract and is even­ 
ly absorbed by all. 
Dust Inhaled 
No reactions were noted in 84 pa 
tiente treated in this way. This dust 
containing the penicillin was in­ 
haled for twenty minutes three 
times a day. For three-fourths of 
the patients with upper respiratory 
diseases, such as edda and aor* 
throata. ore treatm ent was suffi­ 
cient. 
in casef of chronic bronchitis or 
chronic sinus infections, as mafiy 
as eighteen treatm ents ware neces­ 
sary.

Special Apparatus 
A special apparatus it required 
for 
adm inistering 
the 
penicillin 
duat. This eonFpts of a racepiece 
which fits over the mouth and nose, 
and which is connected with a cham­ 
ber containing the dust. There ar* 
valves which open and clos* as the 
patient breathes in and out. By 
mean* of an air inlet on top of the 
facepiece, the amount o* penicillin 
dust inhaled can be regulated, and 
it is made po *ible for the patient to 
breathe eauir.

it was given only bj injection 
into cither a muscle or a vein. Be­ 
cause it was so quickly eliminated 
Hum th ' body, injections had to be 
given frequently—every three or 
four hours right around the clock. 
Thi‘ meant that it could only be 
li^ed when the patient was in the 
hospital or under the care of a 
trained nurse at home. 
Later on, preparation? of per.!* 
cillin were made which were effec­ 
tive when taken by mouth. How- 
ever, this method required a great 
deal more penicillin for succc - ful 
treatm ent a* when injection? were 
used Still later it wa* found that 
solutions of penicillin in oil, when 
injected into a mu?ele. were ab­ 
sorbed so slowly that only one do** 
a day might suffice for some condi­ 
tions, 
Then came penicillin mist, and 
now we have this new method for 
the adm inistration of penicillin in 
dust form, which promise? to be th* 
•no«t useful of ail in many infec­ 
tions of the no«e.

The only two men who ever came close to lifting him, he says, 
were two lifers In a federal penitentiary 
He commanded $1,000 a 
performance when he finally quit in 1032. Vaudeville was on its way 
out. amd the next thing Allan turned to was selling doorknob- 
polishing rags at $7 a day.

A one-time carpenter who ob- j 
tained vast political power with 
the aid of Eastern Europe’s well- 
organized Communist movement 
appears today to hold the fate 
of Czechoslovakia in his hands. 
He is 52-year old Klement 
Gottwald, prem ier and leader 
of the Czech Communist party, 
who has chosen to regard all 
non-Commiinists as enemies of 
the state and wants to recon­ 
stitute his government on an 
all-Communist basis. 
Officials in London and Paris 
reached the reluctant and pes­ 
simistic conclusion that Czech­ 
oslovakia definitely is fated to 
be drawn behind the “ iron cur­ 
tain.” 
They see in recent political de­ 
velopments the familiar C o m ­ 
munist pattern of infiltiation and 
intimidation that took Hungary, 
Romania and Yugoslavia i n t o 
the Soviet orbit.
